the manufacture of sparking plugs and falling under item 75(16) of the First 
Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), from the whole of the duty 
of customs leviable thereon under the latter Act.

S.R.O, 2883.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878), as in force in India and as applied to the State of 
Pondicherry, the Central Government hereby exempts challenge cups and 
trophies awarded to Indian teams In connection with their participation in 
tournaments outside India and brought by them into India or the State of Pondi¬ 
cherry for being kept with official Sports Associations from the whole of the 
duty of customs leviable thereon; 

Provided that the Customs Collector is satisfied that the team proceeded abroad 
with the specific purpose of participating in the tournament; 

Provided also that the person importing the challenge cup or trophy, as well 
as the Sports Association by whom it will be retained gives an undertaking that 
the said challenge cup or trophy shall be retained by the Sports Association, 
and shall not be disposed of m any manner, save that of subsequent re-export 
when such re-export Is one of the conditions of participation in the tournament.
